Mayor Ragsdale expressed gratifica- 
tion with the prompt response given 
his inaugural recommendation by 
cao Beavers and the police depart- 
men 

“Those breaking the law cause many 
people to lose valuable hours each 
day,” the mayor said. “They could 
help save this time and at the same 
time stay within the bounds of safety. 
Figures compiled by the Atlanta safe- 
ty council are astounding, and should 
be sufficient warning to every person. 

“I was well acquinted with the fact 
that most accidents to pedestrians are 
precipitated by jay-walking, but I 
never dreamed that the figures would 
reach such alarming proportions. It 
‘is time that something was done. |

Chief Beavers 
declared that it would be discretionary 
with the arresting officer as to wheth- 
er he would serve the offender a copy 
of charges or arrest him and. incar- 
cerate him in jail. He also made it 
plain that women are some of the most 
flagrant violators of the signals, and 
warned that they could expect no more 
“quarter” than the offending male. 

“This business has got to stop, and 
we are out to dot,” Chief Beavers 
said. “We would hate to work a hard- 
ships on any person, and hope that 
we will not be forced to book many 
cases. However, it is better that one 
spend the night in jail, if need be, than 
for him to be run down and probably 
maimed for life by being permitted to 
recklessly expose himself to injury by 
breaking traffic signals.”

Sacasa and Vaca, Both 
Quiet Men, Surprise 
World by Keeping Kel- 
logg Up Nights.

Washington, January 6.—Two grad- 
uates of American colleges are run- 
ning the Nicaraguan revolution. 
When the eminently respectable and 


highly conservative universities of Co- 
lumbia and Pennsylvania initiated 
Juan Sacasa and Seydel Vaca into 
the art of healing, probably no one 
connected with those institutions ever 
suspected that these two mild-man- 
nered young physicians one day would 
cause Secretary Kellogg to sit up 
nights, call out the United States navy 
and marines, stir diplomatic represen- 
tatives of Great Britain and Italy to 
appeals for protection. menace Ameri- 
ean rights in a non-existant canal and 
send a seasoned admiral of the United 
States navy scurrying about a neigh- 
boring country chasing a ragged little 
army with detachments of bluejackets. 

This is the only *revolution on 
record led by physicians, Further- 
more, Drs. Sacassa and Vaca, the one 
leading the liberal forces in Nica- 
ragua, the other liberal Nicaraguan 
envoy in Washington whom certain 
administration officials picture as 
“holshevists,”’ assert that their brand 
of radicalism is neither more nor less 


than that inspired by their respective 
alma-maters in liberty-loving Ameri- 
can students. 

Wife American. 

In Vaca’s case, the weight of ma- 
jor responsibility must rest upon Phil- 
adelphia, for in that peaceful, Quaker 
city that Vaca has followed the prac- 
tice of medicine for more than 20 
years. Although he went to Salaman- 
ea, N. Y., to find the present and 
only Mrs. Vaca, an American girl, 
his four children, three sons and one 
daughter, were born and reared in the 
shadow of Independence hall. 


Vaca was born at Chinandega, Nica- 
ragua, 45 years ago. He came to the 
United States in 1904, and was grad- 
uated from the University of Penn- 
sylvania Medical school in 1906. 

Until the present “unpleasantness” 
arose in Nicaragua, and Dr. Vaca was 
thrust into the foreground here, he 
was leading the quiet and respectable 
life of the physician, free from all 
political entanglements and _ social 
“isms.” 

Dr. Vaca’s appearance is as disarm- 
ing as his frankness of expression and 
his quick sense of humor. There is 
much of the idealist and little of the 
practical politician in those mild eyes 
that smile out at his interrogators 
from under a somewhat ruffled thatch 
of dark hair, now liberally splashed 
with grey. 

He now recounts his early avoidance 
of politics with a smile. “When I 
was in Nicaragua in 1921,” he said,

“The minute the bankers lost their 
interest in these institutions the 
American marines were withdrawn, 
and a few weeks afterwards General 
Chamorro captured the fortress and 
started the present rumpus. 

“The present struggle in Nicaragua 
dates back to 1909, before either Mex- 
igo or bolshevism could be accused of 
having a hand in it. These two ele- 
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ments have recently been injected into

I know that 
Sacassa has very little money, for he 
is able to send me barely enough for 
expenses here. He has sent me small 
amounts like $500 or $1,000 once in a 
while to meet the cost of these two 
small rooms here. The liberal move- 
ment is not endowed with much 
money, and that includes Sacassa, his 
cabinet and his friends. They are 
serving without salaries.” 

Later the young university student 
who assists Dr. Vaca here confided 
that he, personally, was helping to de- 
fray a portion of the cost of local Jib- 
eral headquarters. “I pay my room 


'rent for the use of one of these rooms. 


I sleep here,” he said, “and my work 
goes in on the room rent.’ The stu- 
dent 1s also a Nicaraguan.

Washington, January 6.—People in 
Atlanta were busy last December writ- 
ing letters, sending Christmas cards 
and Fe gpennte: Tie information bureau 
of the postoffice department issues a 
bulletin of postal receipts in December 
at 5O selected vities throughout the 
country, and Atlanta led all the cities 
in the percentage of increased receipts 
with 70 per cent over December, 
1925. Dayton, Ohio, was next with 
18.40 per cent, and Fort Worth, Texas 
with 14.90 per cent. 

The receipts at Atlanta were $460,- 
151.20 as against $378,105 in Decem- 
ber, 1925, the increase being $82,- 
046.20. The per cent increase over 
1925 of 21.70 cumpared with the ia- 
crease of 12.82 in December, 1925, over 
same month in 1924 and 6.55 in De- 
he 1924, over same month in 


The report indicates that the Amer- 
ican people speiut over three million 
dollars more for postage in last De- 
cember than in that month of 1925. 
All of which is an index figure of the 
general feeling of prosperity that pos- 
sesses the mass cf our countrymen. 


The farm loan board reports the 
status of farm loans by the 12 federal 
intermediate creiit banks on December 
18 last. The largest volume of loans 
was to cotton $21,106,779.04, which 
was about 42 per cent of the total 
volume of direct loans.

New York. arrest 6.—(/)—New 
York will talk to London over the 
telephone tomorrow. Not only will 
the first trans-Atlantic - commercial 
telephone service in the world be in- 
augurated, but by use of an emergen- 
cy auxiliary air line the human voice 
may be transmitted from Deal Beach, 
N. J., direct to London, on short wave 
frequency. 

Revelation of the successful appli- 
cation of a 22-meter wave length for 
trans-Atlantic communication came 
today when officials of the American 
Telephone and ‘Telegraph company 
confirmed reports that their engineers 
had rigged up an emergency circuit to 
support the regular air line on the 
5,000-meter wave length. 

lt was stated that the short and 
long wave circuits were working per- 
fectly today, communication being con- 
ducted over’ both gimultaneously. 
Which one of these circuits the “first 
caller’ will use tomorrow is not 
known. 

The long wave length service car- 
ries a land wire from New York to 
Rocky Point, L. IL, where a radio 
transmitting station sends the voice 
to the Wroughton receiving station, 
England, thence by land wire to Lon- 
don. The short wave will take up 
the land wire transmitted voice from 
New York at Deal Beach, N. J., and 
shoot it through the air direct to 
London. 

London, however, thus far, has no 
short wave length circuit and to send 
on the 5,000-meter wave, via. land 
wire to Rugby radio station, thew by 
radio to Houlton, Maine, and down 
by land wire to New York. 

The telephone office has not yet 
revealed the names of the persons 
who have booked the wire for the 
first day's four and a half hours of 
talk, at $25 a minute, with a three- 
minute minimum required for each 
caller. 

The official opening of the wire 
will be simple. President Gifford, of 
the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph company, will talk for a few 
minutes to the secretary of the Brit- 
ish general postoffice, Sir G. Evelyn 
P. Murray. This will be at 8:30 a. 
m., New York time, or 1:50 p. m., 
London time. 

After that, whoever has recorded as 
the first applicant when the _ stop 
watch race opened at 8:50 a. m,. yes-

Washington, January 6.—There is 
danger that America, this year, may 
suffer an influenza epidemit similar 
to that which swept the country in 
1918, causing more than 118,000 
deaths, Dr. C. C. Pierce, assistant 
surgeon general of the United States 
publie health serv ice, warned tonight. 

Influenza, raging in England, may 
find its way across the Atlantie within 
a few weeks, much after the way the 
1918 epidemic entered, the surgeon 
general said, 

Public health doctors in Atlantie 
port towns have been advised to keep 
an extra close vigil for any signs of 
importation of the dread disease. Al- 


ready a number of cases have sprung 


up in the eastern part of the United 
States. 
“Now is the time to be on guard 


for the influenza germ,” Dr. Pierce 
warned. “Watch your colds. Colds 
weaken your resistance and vitality, 
making you susceptible to the influ- 
enza germ. Influenza is a common cold 
with a fever. 

“Influenza, or lagrippe, is an acute, 
highly communicable disease. It may 
or may not begin like a cold.. The 
symptoms are pains in the head, eves 
and limbs, sometimes, but not always, 
a watery discharge from the nose, 
chilly sensations, usually sore throat, 
cough and marked muscular prostra- 
tion, 

“In addition there is a fever, which 
varies according to the intensity of 
the disease and shows a marked ten- 
dency to bronchial complicatigns.” 

Dr. Pierce recommended the follow- 
ing preventive measures: 

1.—Avoid needless crowding. Walk 
to work if vou have time. 

—Stay in the open air and sun- 
ae as much as possible. 


3.—Breathe through your nose.

the windows of the room in Keep 
you work open. 

4.—Use plenty of covers to keep 
you warm while you sleep and loose 
fitting clothing to keep you comfort- 
able while you work. 

5.—Avoid those who are coughing 
and sneezing. Don’t shake hands with 
persons who have colds. 

6.—Wash your hands thoroughly 
before eating. 

7.—Keep up your general health, 
first, by using, inside and outside, 
plenty of clean water. Second, by eat- 
ing clean, wholesome food, Third, by 
sleeping at least seven hours of each 
twenty-four. 

§.—Alecoholic drinks should be avoid- 
ed. Clean pasteurized milk, hot lemon- 
ade, oranges and grapefruit are gecd 
anti-grippe substances. 

“If you should contract influenza,” 
Dr. Pierce advised, “go to at 
once. See that your bedroom 4s well 
flooded with fresh air, but avoid 
drafts. Use plenty of clothing to keep 
warm and drink water freely. Eat 
lightly of plain foods, such as soups, 
toast and fruits.” 


SUIT OF FIREMAN 
AGAINST HEIRESS 
NETS HIM $30,000 


New York, January 6.—(4)—Suit 
by a city fireman for $150,000 dam- 
ages from Miss Alice DeLamar, heiress 
to a $29,000,000 estate, for injuries 
received in fire-fighting on her prop- 
erty, was settled for $30,000 today. 

Thomas Murtagh, former battalion 
fire chief, answered an alarm in 1924 
for a fire in a garage owned by Miss 
DeLamar in East Fortieth street. As 
he opened the door gasoline exploded 
and he was seriously burned. After 
being @ischatged from the hospital he 
was retired on pension. 

Murtagh asserted that employees of 
Miss DeLamar knew of a leak in 4 
gasoline storage tank in the garage.

WILL BE QUTDONE 


Washington, January 6.—(H)— 
“Big navy” men of the house today 
forced through an appropriation for 
another huge dirigible for the navy 
but were unsuccessful in two other 
attempts to override wishes of the 
1 *sident and the budget bureau. 

After the house, by a vote of 132 
to 69, had adopted an amendment to 
the naval supply bill to provide $200,- 
000 for initial construction of a ‘rigid 
airship thrice the size of the Los An- 
geles, it defeated two other amend- 
ments which would have increased the 
navy’s airplane strength. One of the 
proposals, which were sponsored by 
Representative Vinson, «. Georgia, 
ranking democrat on the naval com- 


mittee, would have increased by more 
than $7,000,000 the fund for purchase 
of new airplanes. 

It was voted down 65 to 80, while 
the other ‘Vinson aniendment, to ap- 
propriate more than $4, 000,000 to pro- 
vide 75 planes for the new carriérs 
Lexington and Saratoga, was lost 
without a record vote, 

The fight over the dirigible, on ah 
amendment by Representative Begg, 
republican, Ohio, waged for more than 
two hours and produced first test of 
strength on the measure. In adopting 
it the house disregarded the presi- 
dent’s wish expressed in his budget 
measure that appropriations for the 
two dirigibles authorized last year be 
held up pending experiments with all- 
metal airships. 

When the fight over the dirigible 
and airplanes dragged through the 
afternoon handlers of the bill reached 
an agreement under which another im- 
pending battle ever the navy's cruiser 
strength was postponed until tomor- 
row.

STIRRING RUM ROW DAYS RETOLD IN COURT :: 


Aided Rum Boats Is Related 


New York, January 6.—More inci- 
dents of the palmy days of rum row, 
when coast guard cutters kept a 
fatherly eye on tall-masted liquor 
ships, and United States destroyers 
kept a grim and suspicious watch on 
eutters were related in federal court 
Thursday. 

William R. Hughes, former ma- 
chinist’s mate on the coast guard 
boat “126” was a witness against the 
Costello and Kelly brothers and 
others charged with operating a $25,- 
000,000 liquor ring. 

Huches was indicted with the others, 
pleaded guilty, was discharged from 
the coast guard service, and since has 
been employed by the prohibition “un- 
der cover” enforcement wing. 

Hughes said: |

“Captain Brown then ordered the 
‘126’ to proceed to Greenport, L. I. 
He told us: 

“*Melillo is to see a man who will 
come out and get the liquor.’ ” 

But a fist fight between the drunk- 
en captain’and the cook, according to 
Hughes, caused them to abandon the 
project and as a matter of preca 
smuggle the supercargo back aboard 
the schooner. 

Later, Hughes said, the guard boat 
“126” was alongside the two-masted 
schooner Arcolo, and a long discus- 
sion ensued regarding the dangers of 
landing 300 cases from the rum boat. 

During the argument the cutter 


“188” came up, and its captain, Mo-| 
ran, was called upon for an opinion. | 


While the two guard boats and the 
rum ship bobbed alongside each other, 
Hughes said, Captain Moran advised 
against it on account of the destroyers 
patrolling the neighborhood to 
the coast guard boats. During the 
argument, a storm came up and caused 
the two small craft to run for shelter.

In round numbers 700,000 
books were circulated through the 
main library and its eight branches 
in 1926. *More than 30,000 peo- 
ple were served in the reference de- 
More than 80,000 were 
registered in the periodical reading 
room. Four thousand sma# chil- 
dren were given instruction on how 
to use the library. Information was 
sourht by 110,000 readers—data, 
etc., that could be used in ad- 
dresses, debates, essays, etc. The 
schools of the community are sup- 
plied through the library. In fact, 
its services are as essential as a 
school itself, and its maintenance is | 
just as important as the mainte- 
nance of a school system. It can- 
not be dispensed with. It must not 
be embarrassed in its great work. 

The library necessarily requires 
a big staff of experienced people. 
The book collection, binding, cata- 
loguing, mending—all these depart- 
ments require skill. Books must 
be purchased as they come from 
the presses—not all, not even a 
goodly portion, but such purchases | 
as can be made must be made with 
expert knowledge of requirements 
and with discretion. In 1926, to 
illustrate, 9.764 books were pur- 
chased. Of this number 3,000 | 
were new titles and 6,764 replace- |! 
ments, 

The library has been able to ac- 
complish a volume of work that is 
almost incredible, considering the 
small appropriation—less than 50 
cents per capita in 1926 for all 
library purposes. It reflects great |

ANY FISH TODAY, LADY? 

Among the 68 departments or bu- 
reaus of the federal government that 
concern themselves in matters of pub- 
lic health, our federal organization is 
so’ admirably organized, from the pol- 
itician’s viewpoint, that 68 crews or 
gangs are maintained to do the work 
of one—which probably doesn’t kite 


your income tax a great deal, and |

reaus guarding the health of the people ; 


is the fisheries bureau. ‘This is no 
joke. The fish men. at Washington 
get out some pretty good stuff, and in- 
cidentally many. of them have wives, 
s6 when we refer to the fish wives it 
isn’t necessarily in a mythical way. 
Professor K. V. McCollum, Johny 
Hopkins school of hygiene, ‘-whose book 
“Hood Nutrition and Health” ig about 
the best 12 shillings worth of sound 
science I have seen in a long while, 
has been examining, some fish for the 
fisheries burean and he found’ a lot 
of ’em full of vitamins. You may 
know that Professor McCollum is the 
leading authority on this subject, in 
fact I believe he may_be called the 
discoverer of one or more Vitamins. 
Just what his middle name is, I am 
not sure, but to my mind it is Vita- 


min, 

Dr. McCollum (he really isn’t a doc- 
tor at all, just a doctor of philosophy 
and a doctor of science, etc., not a phy- 
sician, but a pretty good physiolo- 
gist and chemist nevertheless), finds 
in fish vitamin D, which is essential 
for the normal development of bones 
in children and which prevents rick- 
ets, particularly in the liver oils of 
fish generally, especially herring, cod, 
shark and turbot liver oils. 

Vitamin A, lack of which is respon- 
sible for a disease of the eye, is pres- 
ent in the fats and oils of nearly all 
fish or other marine animals, such as 
whale oil, seal oil, but not the oil sar- 
Salmon flesh 
contains some of this vitamin. Fish 
roe contain vitamin A in as large 
amount as do eggs generally. 

Vitamin B prevents multiple neu- 
ritis (beri-beri), general weakness, 
loss of appetite. It ig lacking in cod- 
fish flesh and in salmon, but is pres- 
ent in the entire body of the herring. 

Seems as though the Washington 
fish men were drawing a _ herring 
across the trail. Wasn’tit smoked her- 
rings they praised a year or two ago 
as about the only kind of preserved 
sea food which retains a considerable 
amount of the natural iodin? I 
think it was. And now they assure 
us fresh herring is chock full of vita- 
min J) and vitamin A. 

A fish diet is valuable for the pre- 

vention. of rickets in the young ani- 
mals as well as in children. -‘See that 
the kittens, puppies, cubs, get their 
regular ration of fish, either fresh fish 
or liver or liver oil.

‘war is that mad game the world so 
loves to play,” for at heart most men 
love to fight and kill. Napoleon, of 
all men, knew what war is, and he 
said. “‘war is the business of barbari- 
ans.” Byron called it “the feast of 
vultures,” and the great Wellington 
declared in the parliament of Eng- 
land: “Take my word for it, if you 
had seen but one day of war, you 
would pray to Almighty God that you 
might never see such a thing again!” 

The Germans of today are realizing 
what their wise men told them a cen- 
tury ago—that “a great war leaves a 
country with three armies—an army 
of cripples. an army of mourners and 
an army of thieves.’’ 

But what profit is there to multiply 
these judgments against war by the 
wisest and bravest of men? Right 
now we have in our country millions 
of men who are eager for us to go 
down to Mexico and lick Calles and his 
people for defeasing permissive titles 


to some oil wells, and cattle ranches, 
and church buildings! They also 
want us to send the navy and army 
to Nacaragua to pitch casa and 
his crowd of Washingtonian and 
Jeff Davisonian “zebels”’ into the Ca- 
ribbean sea!

Those students who palavered at 
Milwaukee, if they are representative, 
are to be commended for opposing the 
war spirit.

Gene Tunney signed away his services for a year and a day after the 
promoter came barnstorming into the middlewest with a retinue of law- 


yers, secretaries and bally-hoo artists. 


While flashlights boomed about the 
baldhead of Dudley Field Malone, the 
partly bald one of Rickard and the 
pompadored thatch of the champion, 
the three put their hexds together over 
tentative articles or agreement in the 
historic old Jefferson hotel. T'unnes 
became Tex’s private property as far 
as fighting goes, for the rest of the 
year. 

The oppo..ent who will face Tunney 
and battle for the title is not to be 
named by Rickard until June 15, five 
days. after the last of the so-called 
heavyweight elimination contests, now 


underway. 
Tex to Select. 
Rickard is to select the challenger 
from a group which now includes Jack 
Dempsey, Jack Delaney, Jack Sharkey, 


Jim Maloney and the pieturesque Pao- 


lino of the Pyrenees, 

Neither Tunney ror Rickard di- 
vulged the sum which the promoter 
in the fighter’s ear, but 
Gene said afterwarfl. “Tex has mei 
and more than met the offers made b- 
Humbert Fugazy and other promoters. 


‘Even if he had not done so, I should 


have felt like fighting for the man 
who gave me my chance to win the 
heavyweight championship.” 

Tunney is now in vaudeville head- 
ed for Minneapolis and later on the 
Pacifie coast. 

Dudley Field Malone, the suave le- 
gal advisor of the champion, explain- 
ing what hapnened t~'sy, said: 

“This is a econtrsct which binds 
Tunney to Tex Ricksrd for the year 
1927, and takes effect right away. It 
is to be superseded by a longer con- 
tract, covering all of the details in the 
accepted boxing contest contracts in 
accordance with the Jaws of the state 
in which the contract is drawn tp.” 

Not So Great. 

Rickard, who secretly does not con- 
sider Tunney the greatest drawing 
card among heavyweight champions of 
history, nevertheless offered Gene ap- 
proximately the same terms given Jack 

empsey for the sesqui-centennial 
fight, it is understood. 

This will give the new champion a 
guarantee of $450,000 and 50 per cent 
of all the net profits over the first 
$1,000,000. 

As to how much those profits will 
be, something can be gathered from 
Rickard’s' remark: 

“Attendance records probably won't 
be broken at the fight, but receipts 
records will be.” 

This means only one thing, in the 
opinion of boxing experts. 

Yankee stadium, with $50 as the top 
price for tickets. 

The date and place for the contest 
are to be named by the promoter 45 
days before the fight. 

Within five days, or by next Mon- 
day at the latest, Kickard must put 
up $100,000 as a guarantee of good 
faith, By May 1, he must post an- 
other $100,000 all of which goes to 
Tunney if anything goes wrong. As 
for the champion, he himself puts up 

,000 to guaranter his appearance 
in the ring whenever Rickard gives tne 
word. 

At the conclusion of the ceremonies, 
probably the most elaborate ever in- 
volving the signing of a boxing cham- 
pion, Tunney trudged back to his buck- 
skins which he dons four times a day, 
and Rickard sped eastward to tend his 
cauliflower crop at Madison Square 
Garden. 

Before leaving, however, Rickard 
brought about peace between Tunney 
and the champion’s manager, Billy 
Gibson. A _ separate contract was 
drawn up, providing for the astute 
but somewhat shame-faced Mr. Gib- 
son to continue nominally in the role 
of manager. Earlier in the day Mr. 
Gibson had been told to get out, but 
he hung around hopefully and it was 
Rickard who made the peace move. 
Gibson left for Hot Springs, where as 
far as is known, there are no ungrate- 
ful heavy weights—at least no cham- 
pions. 

While the formal discussions regard- 
ing the Tunney-Rickard contract took 
place at the Beller Eve Country club, 
some 11 miles out of town, the sign- 
ing was done before the movie cameras 
at the Jefferson hotel. 

Crowd a Plenty. 
The corridors were thronged, con- 


ference rooms were 
whispers and empty white rock bot- 
tles, and nothing was left undone in 
the way of ballyhoo. 

Tunney had to leave every now and 
then to keep appointments on the 
vaudeville stage. But he was back in 
time for the maior ceremony. The 
agreement which he signed definitely 
disposes of the ambitions of all other 
promoters, and leaves Rickard as def- 
initely in control of the heavyweight 
situation for at least a year. 

The next step will be for Tex to

Both of these men are good wrest- 
lers and possessed of great j-bysical 
strength but they mixed a bit too 
much rough stuff in the match to suit 
some folks. They probably would have 
continued for many another hour if 
they had been given the opportunity 
but they had to be satisfied with one 
short hour of bruising and grunting. 

No Coroner’s Jury. 

When the referee clasped them both 
by the hands to declare a draw at the 
end of the match both attempted to 
jump from the ring, having the idea 
that he was going to make them shake 
hands, If these two lads ever meet 
again we do not want to be a wit- 
ness. We always did hate to testify 
before a coroner's jury. 

Jim Browning, the Wichita strug- 
gler who returned to face the Atlanta 
fans for the first time since his de- 
feat at the hands of Daviscourt, took 


the first match of the evening from 
Jack Clark of Memphis, in a rip-roar- 
ing battle. The customers were treat- 
ed to a half hour of real sure enough 
wrestling while these two gentlemen 
were in the ring and the end of the 
bout came as the result of a clever 
ruse on the part of Browning. 


Jim was struggling along on the 
defense for all the first part of the 
match and as the 20-minute mark was 
passed Clark began the application 
of a series of side headlocks. He ap- 
plied four and Browning had all the 
appearance of a very groggy man but 
when Clark was off his guard Brown- 
ing leaped into the air and came down 
with his famous head scissors around 
the unsuspecting head of his opponent. 

That maneuver spelled finis to the 
curtain raiser and the greatest wres- 
tling match that Atlanta fans have 
seen in many a moon was ended in 
23 minutes and 20 seconds.

Chicago, January 6.—The kingpins 
of the Risberg scandal will tell the 
baseball world Friday, from the wit- 
ness chair in the office of Judge 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis, why a “pot 
of gold’ was given to Detroit players 
in 1917 and with what understanding 
it was taken. 

Arnold “Chick” Gandil, outlawed 
from the national pastime because of 
his alleged connection with the 
crooked 1919 world’s series, carried 
about $1,100 donated by Chicago 
White Sox players to Philadelphia 
where Bill James of the Tigers re- 
ceived it. 

They are coming from Texas and 
California to tell their stories. 

At present, the score is 26 to 1 
against Charles “Swede” Risberg, the 
lanky farmer from Rochester, Minn., 
who charged that -the Tigers 
“sloughed” a series to the White Sox 
in 1917, that the White Sox made a 
cash donation to the Tigers in pay- 
ment thereof, and that the White Sox 
“sloughed’”’ two games to the Tigers 
in 1919.

Twenty-six ball players, managers, 
coaches, an umpire—baseball’s idols 
and. former raw recruits from the 
sticks—said Wednesday that the 
charges were a pack of lies. Many 
admitted the pot of gold but declared 
it was in recognition of Detroit pitch- 
ers’ good work against Boston, run- 
ner-up in the hot 1917 pennant fight. 

Risberg, alone, shunned and scowled 
at, declarcd he was told before the 
first game of that series that the se- 
ries was “fixed.” That was all he 
was told, but he maintained he saw

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~ SOUTH’S PROGRESS 


Raleigh, N. C., January 6.—(7)— 
Voicing optimism in the future of the 
south, Roger W. Babson told the Ral- 
eigh Chamber of Commerce at its an- 
nual dinner tonight that at no time 
during the last quarter of a century 
bas he been “more confident that the 


south is entering upon an economic 
career of the greatest importance, not 


merely to the south itself, but to our 
whole nation.” : 

“What has happened to the south 
recently is not so much the uncover- 


ing of material resources—though even 
in this way much is being done—but 
rather the awakening of new wisdom, 
courage and accomplishment among 
the people themselves,” sdid Mr. Bab- 
son, who long has been a student of 
industrial conditions. 

“IT am convinced,” he continued, 
“that southern localities with their 
magnificent endowment of natural ad- 
vantages and with the inspiring at- 
tude of southern leaders, will show a 
forward and upward movement that 
will astonish those who have not been 
in touch with the underlying trends.”’ 

Mr. Babson commented on the fact 
that until a comparative recent time 
almost everything bought by the peo- 
ple of the south for, their own use 
was brought in from other territory. 
Now, he said, there is a growing ten- 
dency on the part of manufacturers 
to establish plants near their natural 
markets. he warm climate and 
lower living costs were ascribed as 
among the reasons for the movement 
southward of industrial plants. 

Among other factors cited by Mr. 
Brabson as contributing to the prog- 
ress of the south were: Cotton now 
represents less than 8 per cent of the 
south’s income and only 25 per cent 
of the agricultural income. Savings 
deposits in the south increased 258 
per cent between 1913 and 1925 as 
compared with an increase in the en- 
tire country of 170 per cent. Wealth 
increased 440 per cent between 1896 
and 1922 as compared with an in- 
crease of 390 per cent for the entire 
country. Since 1900 the consumption 
of cotton by southern mills has in- 
creased 95 per cent as compared with 
a decrease of 17 per cent in north- 
ern mills. The movement of textile 
mills to the south was described as 
“astounding.”

AMERICAN FIRMS 
CAUGHT IN WAR 
OF MEAT PACKERS 


London, January 6.—A meat war 
already costing approximately $50 
000,000 and involving the Swift Pack- 
ing company and the Armour Packing 
company of the United States may be 
terminate. by a tentative agreement 
between the two American concerns 
and the Vestey packing interests of 
England. 

While a representative of the Enz- 
lish firm denied to the United News 
tonight that an agreement had been ef- 
fected, the Evening Standard said that 
negotiations had proceeded far enough 
to predict a general settlement later. 

The Standard points out that agree- 
ment between the three large firms is 
only the initial step, as ‘five other 
companies must agree on division of 
the trade before the price cutting fight 
ean end. The five other firms include 
the Smithfield and Argentine com- 
panies, and both of these have refused 
thus far to agree to the plan of set- 
tlement. 

The tentative agreement is said to 
apportion a certain percentage of the 
trade claimed by all three companies 
to each one. The present difficulty 
has to do with the proportion that 
shall be given to the five other com- 
panies. They declare that the trade 
now offered them is not sufficient for 
their continued existence..
